In a hot and stormy debate which 
raged over an hour and a half, it was 
at last decided by the judges attending 
at the weekly meeting of the Columbia 
Debating Society that the Bureau of 
War Risk Insurance should continue 
as^ a governmental institution. 

The proposition for discussion Fri-. 
day evening, February 13, 1920, was:-/ 
“Resolved, That the Bureau of War 
Risk Insurance be Abolished.” Moun- 
tains of Criticism were heaped upon .
